Tie deficit on the Canadian Mer 
chant Marire operations for 1924, in- 
cluding interest and depreciation 
charges, was nearly.9 million dollars, 
this being half a million less than in 
1923.

*The Sea Hawk” tells a story of the 
days when Moorish pirates infested 
the waters of the Mediterranean and 
even ventured on rafds upon the Eng- 
lish coast. They were the days of tha 
oar-driven galleys, whose oars ‘were 
worked ‘by chained slaves. What 
these slaves suffered is vividly shown 
in this picture. When one sees it one 
is forced to realize that while there are 
Plenty of faults to be found with our 
present civilization we have at least 
advanced far beyond the toleration of 
such cruelties as these. 

Between these Moorish pirates and 
the nations of Europe there was un- 
ending, truceless ‘war, and the fierce 
pea duels to which such war gave rise 
are finely shown in this picture. 

The plot is an excellent one, consid- 
erably above the average level. It 
contains little or none of the foolish 
and unreasonable occurrences which 
mark the commonplace film stories. 
There is a love story, a family feud, a 
duel ending fatally, and a kidnapping 
which sends an English gentleman to 
the horrors of a ‘Spanish galley, a sea 
fight, and an escape to a conquering 
Moorish warship. the conversion of 
the embittered Englishman to the 
Moslem religion, and his swift rise to 
the position of the dreaded “Sea 
Hawk,” plundering and harrying the 
shores and the ships of all the 
nations of ‘Southern Europe and Eng- 
land itself. 

The scenes at sea and in Morocco 
are as finely done as possible and the 
acting is admirable. From start to 
finish the story moves swiftly and 
excitingly. The scenery of the pictur- 
es, the old-fashioned ships, and the 
costumes of the actors are highly 
picturesque. Altogether this is an 
outstanding picture and deserves the 
attention which it has received. Tt is 
to be hoped that the attendances will 
be im accordance with its merits,

HOW VENEZELOS 
BEGAN THE REVO- 
LUTION AGAINST 


CONSTANTINE 


‘When in the course of the Iate war 
King Constantine of Greece forced M. 
Venizelos to resign ‘the premiership 
because the latter refused to support 
the pro-German policy of the King, tha 
great ‘statesman still remained for a 
time in Athens. 
free:-to do otherwise, for he was close- 
ly watched by the King’s agents, and 
if it had (been known ‘that he intended 
to leave Athens, he would certainly 
have ‘been arrested. Yet Venizelos 
knew that if he was to have any 
chance of rallyimg his friends in 
Greece to the side of the Allies 
against Germany, the must leave 
Athens where the proGerman ele- 
ment was supreme, and make for 
‘Crete and Salonika, where he had 
friends in plenty. (He knew that he 
was being watched and that at any 
moment he might ‘be arrested or 
assassinated. In the meantime he 
went quietly about in the city as if he 
suspected nothing and had no inten- 
tion of doing anything but live in ‘re- 
tirement. 

There came an evening when he left 
his own house and walked through the 
streets to the house of a friend, where 
a few others also had gathered. As he 
went he ‘was followed by two men, 
spies of the King’s government, told 
off to watch lhim at ail times. 
Venizelos entered his friend’s ‘house 
and ‘the door was shut. The house 
had two entrances, a main front door 
on one of the leading streets of the 
city and a side entrance in a narrow 
lane. The spies knew of the side en- 
trance, and they accordingly separat- 
ed, one of them taking up his position 
in the shadow of the pepper trees lin- 
ing the street on the opposite side to 
the house, the other lurking in the 
lane close to the side entrance. 

The drawing-room of the house was 
upstairs on the first floor. Its win- 
dows looked out on the main street, 
and were the usual large French win- 
dows of Athenian houses, opening 
onto a very narrow balcony over the 
street. Darkness had fallen. The

drawing room was brilliantly lighted. 
The windows were open, and only 
lightly veiled by thin transparent cur 
tains. From his vantage point on the 
opposite side of the street the Royalist 
spy could see easily most of the inter 
ior of the room and the people moving 
about in it, and distinguish fairly well 
who they were. 

~ Presently a small table was set 
close to one of the windows and a 
chess board placed on it. The tall, 
bearded figure which all Greeks knew 
80 well as that of Venizelos showed up 
in the lighted window and sat down 
at one side of the table. Another man 
took the place opposite ‘him, and the 
spy realized that a game of chess was 
beginning. 

‘Chess was the main recreation of 
Venizelos in those days. He was a 
keen player and always disposed to ‘be 
friendly with anyone who played. In 
the Tater days of the war the British 
naval attache in Athens was reputed 
to have cemented a finm friendship 
and acquired great influence with 
Venizelos over the chess ‘board. It 
was not at all uncommon for him to 
begin playing early in the evening 
and play on till late in the night. The 
spy congratulated himself ‘on a fairly 
easy task for that evening at least. As 
long as he was chained to the chess 
board at the window, Venizelos could 
hardly be up to much mischief. At 
any rate he was within sight. 

The night was warm following a 
very hot day. The spy was tired and 
also thirsty. Hardly a hundred yards 
along the street was a cafe, on the 
pavement outside which the usual 
small crowd sat at their little tables 
drinking ‘wine and coffee. The spy 
strolled along to the entrance of the 
lane, in whose darkness ‘his colleague 
was watdhing the side entrance to 
the house, and gave the low whistle 
which was the signal between them. 
The other acknowledged it ‘and joined 
him. The first man informed: his 
associate that Venizelos had settled 
down to play chess in full view of the 
street, and suggested that under these 
circumstances it was not necessary to 
watch the side entrance of the house. 
As long as one of them kept the quar- 
ry in sight from the main street, ‘the 
other might just as well take his ease 
at the caife close by. They could: re- 
lieve one another from time to time, 
and have a pleasant evening. 

‘The second man thought it was an 
excellent idea. They stood together 
watching the players for a minute or 
two. While they watched, they saw 
another man come up to the chess 
table and speak to the players. He 
seemed to gesticulate towards the 
street and indicate that he would like 
to have the table moved to another 
place. vidently the less important 
of the chess players was disposed to 
agree to the moving of the table, for 
they saw him stand up and grasp the 
edge of it with his hands to Hft it, ‘but 
his opponent motioned to him to sit 
down again. ‘There was a wave of the 
hand as he did so, whidh was a ges- 
ture characteristic of Venizelos. The 
other reseated himself with a shrug of 
his shoulders, which seemed to indi- 
cate that if Venizelos insisted on tak- 
ing the risk of being shot from the 
street by some Royalist sympathizer 
or hired assassin, it was not for his 
friends to shirk sharing the risk. It 
has always been one of the main 
sources of the unbounded infiuence of 
Venizelos in Greece that in addition to 
his brilliant mental capacity he has a 
record of unfaltering physica? cour- 
age in face of danger of every kind, 
from the days when he was a hunted 
outlaw fighting the Turks in his 
native island of Crete right down to 
the present time. 

The two spies who so carelessly 
watched the chess players, and ar- 
ranged their alternate visits to the 
calfe, might ‘have been somewhat less 
at ease if they had known that from 
the open window of an wnlighted wp- 
per room in the house opposite them 
they themselves were being watched 
by two men, and that those men had 
revolvers beside them ready for in- 
stant use in case of emergency. If 
any attempt had ‘been made that even. 
ing to shoot Venizelos from the street 


.|as ‘he sat at the lighted window, it 
.| would probably have gone hard with 


the assailant. 

The finst spy strolled to the cafe 
leaning 
against a tree at ithe edge of the pave 
ment. In the shadow of it he was not 
easily seen, but the armed policeman 


-| who came walking along the street past 


his watching place, must have ‘had 


‘| shianp eyes or have been expecting to 


find someone in just that place, for 
the watchers from the dark upper 
room of the thouse saw him half pause 
as he passed ‘the spy, and heard very 
faintly policeman and spy exchange 
a word or two in a cautious under 
tone. 

(Occasionally a tram car passed 
along the street or a motor car drove 
down it, but for the most part there 
was little traffic, especially as ‘the 
hour got later. A country cart, driven 
by a man in peasant’s dress and 
drawn by the usual small’ lean horse, 
came slowly down the street, turned 
down: the lane at the side of the 
house, and went on its slow way, the 
horse’s feet clack-clacking on the 
rough uneven paving of the lane.

The spy turned towards 
the cafe, took from his pocket an 
electric torch, and flashed it three 
times. 'The watchers in the dark up- 
per room saw the flash, looked at one 
another and smiled. Then they too 
rose and went quietly downstairs to 
join those below. Im a few moments 
the second spy arrived from the cafe, 
and moved into the lane to~watch the 
side entrance of the hou'se. 

The man who still watched the 
drawing-room could see the  fare- 
wells being said and the parting hand.

Then in the grey dawn they swept 
down from their hill-tops and with 
hardly any serious resistance and 
with little or nothing in the way of 
plundering they wiped out of exis- 
tence the ‘Royalist government in 
Crete and all its partisans. Help 
might have come {from Athens to the 
Royalists, had Athens known in time 
that the rising had begun, but Athens 
did not know. The cables were “out 
of order” or ‘blocked with other busi- 
ness, and by the time communication 
was “restored” Crete had declared 
itself independent of the Athens gov- 
ernment, and had entered the war on 
the side of tthe Allies. The ‘Cretan 
divisions, which side by side with the 
British fought and died fn the desper- 
ate holding atiack at Doiran in the last 
days of the ‘war, proved that though 
few in number they were the pick of 
all the Greeks and not unworthy of 
those in whose company they fought.

“Arrowsmith,” by. Sinclair Lewis, 
Will doubtless. bg ‘one of ‘the most-read 
books of the season. Tt’ would be hard 
to explain why. :There {s' much mere 
Pleasant ‘reading to ‘be had: ' cleaner, 
more wholesome reading.» But it is a 
rather remarkable book, nevertheless, 
and will no doubt add to rather than 
lessen the reputation of the author of 
“Main Street.” oy ; 

Martin Arrowsmith {s a physician. 
His-career is traced from the : fourth 
generation ‘back. ‘Many chapters, 
some rather tiresome, are devoted to 
his college career. This section ofthe 
book is hardly intended to ‘heighten 
our respect for medical students or 
the training. they receive.’ ‘Of: course 
Martin proceeds: to.get engaged. * ‘to 
two girls at once, as medical: students 
are rather expectedto'do. ‘The first 
is {Madeline ‘Fox, a typical university 
“highbrow.” But the second, Leora; is 
a girl after his own heart,—in more 
than one sense of the word. He first.

devour countless numbers of harmful. 


insects, are truly. our very, good 
friends. We all know—or ought | to 
know—that were it not for birds the 
world ‘would not be fit to live in-in-a 
very short.time. While they are busy 
all day ‘long feeding on the various 
flying and crawling beasties which 
make life a burden to man and beast 
at times, when twilight 'comes they go 
to sleep till dawn. Then it is that our 
little friend, the bat, takes up the 
good work during the hours of dark- 
ness, and goes to sleep when !the 
birds get up to resume their labours. 
We_often hear women remark that 
they Joathe bats and that 'they are in 
terror of getting them entangled in 
_their hair! Personally, I have never 
known such a thing to happen, al- 
though it ds possible, but with the 
prevailing fashion of bobbed hair, the 
ohances are slight, I fancy. I have 
not seen a bat so far this spring, and 
after 'their long winter’s sleep ‘how 
hungry they will be! When on the 
wing they appear to be fairly flarge, 
but it is surprising how small a 
crevice they can creep into. Their 
bodies are quite flat, and the stretch of 
wing makes them look much larger 
than they really are. I have handled 
numbers of them, and although they 
wrinkle up their noses, show their tiny 
teeth, and try to make one believe 
they are very fierce beasts, in reality 
they are perfectly harmless.

He 
was found not guilty of treason in the 
full sense but of ‘holding communi- 
cation with the enemy. His sentence 
amounted to no more than five years 
of banishment from fParis and its 
vicinity and the loss of his civil 
rights, and he was included alfter 
some discussion in the Amnesty Bill 
passed last year by the French pariia- 
ment. He immediately began to take 
steps to return to public life. In the 
first years after his condemnation he 
had ‘been so bitterty unpopular that 
his life was even in danger in France. 
He was hooted and mobbed in the 
streets, ordered to leave public places 
of entertainment, and treated gener- 
ally like the lowest of outcasts. Yet 
the seems to have ‘had little diffilculty 
in returning to public life when he 
judged that his time had come. Ad- 
mittedly he is an authority on mat- 
ters of finance, and at the moment 
finance is the crucial question in 
France, overshadowing even that of 
security against Germany.

| THE NEW HUSBAND AND WIFE 


: PROPERTY BILL 
| 


The Hon. Irene Panlby, who is a 
member without portfolio of the Al- 
perta Cabinet, has introduced a bill to 
amend the law with reference to the 
property of hushand and wife. The bill 
was introduced and given a first read- 
ing in the late session of the Legis- 
lature in order that time might {he 
given for the members and the people 
pt large to consider its provisions be- 
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surrender of essential French  inter- 
ests. Partly, however, he fell as the 
result of an incident of a truly remark- 
able kind. ‘He had been fiercely at- 
tacked by some of the French news- 
papers, of which the “Wigaro” was 
one. His wife called at the office of 
the paper and deliberately shot dead 
the editor, M. ‘Calmette. For this 
cold-blooded crime she was tried, and 
actually found not guilty, a verdict 
which sunpasses in its disastrous 
falsity almost anything that can ibe 
produced from ‘the records of even 
United States courts. The scandal of 
the murder, however, put the finishing 
touch to M. Caillaux’s political career 
for the time. The war came and Cail. 
laux's part In it was again a discredit- 
able one. Hebecame the leader of the 
“Defeatist” party, which almed at a 


be restored, in what particular form, 
and which of the rival families, Napo- 
leonic, Orleanist or Legitimist, should 
have the throne. The President of 
the Republic was Marshal McMahon 
who, like Hindenburg, was no friend 
to a republican constitution. Yet no 
real attempt was made by him or in 
his presidency to upset the Republic, 
and after some 7 or 8 years the pro- 
visional constitution of France was 
made permanent and has remained 
undisturbed since, though once or 
twice it has been threatened. 

‘Similarly, Hungary, since the armis- 
ttice in 1918, has been in the peculiar 
position of a kingdom without a king. 
Admiral Horthy has been “Regent,” 
but for whom he is “Regent” has 
never been specified, and he firmly and 
successfully opposed the attempts of 
the late Emperor Karl to regain the 
throne. 

‘Hindenburg may therefore remain 
the President of a republican and 
peaceful Germany without distunb- 
ance. On the other hand, his inclina- 
tions are almost inevitably towards 
monarchy and war. With all Europe 
restless, anxious and nervous, this 
election of Hindenburg {is not a wel- 
come event.

legislation, storing in times of over- 
production, and the bringing of ex: 
perts into the service of the produc. 
ers. 


The Live Stock Pool 


The membership fee in the live- 
stock pool is $2.00. The contracts are 
for a period of five years dating from 
19025. ‘The livestock covered by 
the ‘contract’ which the producer 
agrees to market through the  poot 
does not include registered stock for 
breeding, dairy cattle for dairy pur- 
poses, or livestock which the produc- 
er has agreed to contribute to a beef 
ring. The contract makes provision 
for the sale or exchange of _ stock 
among members which is not meant 
for market and for the sale of ive. 
stock to local butchers for local con- 
sumption, with the proviso that such 
sales may at any time be made sub- 
ject to the approval of the directors of 
the pool. The proceeds from the pool 
are to be divided into a cattle fund, 
hog fund, and sheep fund. The de. 
ductions from payments to shippers 
will -be for handling charges, over. 
head costs, and one percent. maximum 
for reserve. Payments will be made 
to the shippers from the several funds 
at the close of distribution periods set 
by the directors. The pool will be 
managed ‘by seven directors. Full 
provision is made for the protection 
of livestock shippers who already be- 
long’ to local co-operative associ- 
ations, in that the local association 
will be asked to sign a pool contract. 
The members of the pool will organ- 
ize themselves into local associations 
for the assembling and shipping of 
stock, the grading and marketing to 
be handled by the central agency of 
the pool. The permanent office of the 
pool is in the C:P-R. building, Edmon- 
ton, with Mr. W. F. Stevens as Secre- 
tary. 

The Poultry Pool 

The stimulus behind the moyement 
for the poultry pool has come chinfly 
from the farm women through their 
organizations. Mrs. Wyman is’ the 
secretary of this pool, and ‘the offic: 
is in the UJF\A. offices at Calgary. 


The membership fee of the poultry. 


pool is $1.00. The contract with ths 
pool ts for five years. The pool is to 
be managed by a Board of seven di- 
rectors, and the proceeds from the 
marketing of products will be divided 
into an egg fund, a turkey fund, and a 
poultry fund. The cost of handling, 
overhead charges, and maximum of 
three percent. for reserve will be 
deducted. . Around each shipping 
point a local agent will be appointed 
to care for shipping of eggs and poul- 
try to the pool. The eggs and poultry 
will be graded at the nearest candling 
point. These cdndling points will be

GROWING CELERY 


\Celery requires not only a good sup- 
ply of water but it must also have a 
liberal supply of plant food, which, 
say JMessrs. McKillican’ and Cooper in 
Bulletin No. 43 of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, can be best 
applied by digging rotten manure into 
the bottom of the trench before plant- 
ing the celery out in the garden. As 
celery seed soon loses its vitality it is 
advisable to test it for germination be- 
fore using. The seed should be sown 
thinly in the hotbed or in boxes as 
early as possible in the spring or can 
be started in the house in March or 
early in April. The seed should be 
barely covered with a sprinkling’ of 
soil, which should be pressed down. 
Thinning should be done when the 
plants are large enough to grasp with 
the fingers and the beds should be 
watered frequently, the earth being 
kept moist to the surface. The time 
for setting out in the garden is usual- 
ly early in June. A trench about a 
foot deep and spade width, with well- 
rotted manure worked into the bot- 
tom and covered with soil, is requir- 
ed. The plants are set in the trench 
about 6 inches apart in a double or 
single row as preferred. Shade is 
necessary until the plants start 
growth, and the water, which should 
be used liberally, should be free from 
alkali. ‘Shallow cultivation is desir- 
able and thorough cultivation main- 
tained until the celery is moulded up. 
When the plants have formed stalks 
of sufficient length it is time for 


blanching. Moulding up should not be 
done when the soil is really wet, as it 
would ‘be likely to stick to the plants 
and discolotr them.

ADDRESS BY 
PROFESSOR OTTEWELL

The Lacombe and District Board of 
Trade held their monthly luncheon on 
Tuesday at the Dmpress Hotel. 
attendance was good, although not as 
large as usual owing to the fact that 
the farmers are’ now busily engaged 
upon the land. 

President Mdwin H. Jones, K.C., pre- 
sided, and the speaker was Professor 
Ottewell; -of-the University of Alberta, 
Hdmonton. 

The advertised speaker was Dean 
A. Howes, also of the University of 
Allberta, ‘but unfortunately Dean 
Howes was unable through illness to 
attend and Professor Ottewell came 
asa substitute. 

Prof. Ottewell gave a most interest- 
ing address, his subject being entitled 
“Self Taxation.’? The Professor point- 
ed out how ready the pu'biic were to 
criticize authorities for what they 
were pleased to term was extrava- 
gance in administration, and thereby 
causing heavy taxation to fall upon 
the individual, but they entirely lost 
sight of the fact that the individuals, 
through unnecessary expenditure up- 
on duxuries or negligence in the man- 
agement of their affairs, were taxing 
themselves very much higher than 
any tax imposed by the duly author- 
ized taxation authorities. The Pro- 
"essor illustrated this very forcibly by 
taking as one example the question of 
education. ‘The cost of education was 
roughly one hundred and twelve mil- 
lion dollars, the cost of cigarettes and 
tobacco used annually is one hundred 
and nineteen million, showing clearly 
how the use of tobacco in its various 
forms, which is unquestionably a lux- 
ury, exceeds greatly the cost of edu- 


cation. Added to this is the amount of |, 


money which is spentin the purchase 
and upkeep of automobiles and the 
purchase ‘by individuals of articles 
which are purely a luxury and in no 
sense a necessity. This again forms 
another heavy self taxation. And, 
turning to the agricultural population, 
he drew attention to the ennrmous 
loss which uswally takes place by neg- 


lect of farmers of their farm machin-. 


er 

he Professor proved conclusively 
by facts and figures that the taxation 
which people imposed upon them- 
selves was !far in excess of the taxa- 
tion imposed ‘by the public authorities. 
He felt that he should point out that 
the individual before he commences to 
criticize and condemn the public 
authorities, ought to look first at 
home and amend his own expenditure, 
and when he has placed this upon a 
sound economic basis he would then 
have placed himself in a position to 
criticize the public expenditure. The 
address was approaching the subject 
of taxation from an entirely new angle 
and was both interesting nd instruct- 
ive, and the members present all ex- 
pressed the feeling that their time 
had been very well occupied in listen- 
ing to the very able address given, 
and Professor Ottewell was accorded 
a very hearty vote of thanks. 

The Board of Trade have made ar- 
rangements at future dates, to have 
the following speakers at their lun- 
cheon: Premier Greenfield, the Hon- 
ourable Irene farlby, Dean LE. A. 
Howes, H. G. Scott, and other promi- 
nent speakers. The dates of their 
addresses will be announced later,

NATURAL HISTORY 
SOCIETY 


LECTURE ON PRE-HISTORIC LIFE 


On Friday evening a _ lecture on 
“Pre-historic Life’ was given in the 
City Hall by Professor Warren of the 
Geological ‘Department of Alberta 
University. ‘Mayor Johns was in the 
chair, and the attendance was quite 
good, somewhere about 1'50 people he. 
ing present, evidence of the increasing 
interest taken in the admirable work 
of the Natural History Society. ~ 

‘Mayor Johns, in introducing the 
lecturer, said wittily that many people 
thought that the oldest inhabitants of 
Western (Canada were the _ Indiars, 
followed closely by the Gaetz family, 
but. as Professor Warren 
show, there were others who came be- 
fore them. 

Professor Warren began by com- 
mending the work of the Soctety and 
pointing out that no elaborate’ troin- 
ing was necessary in ordtr to enable 
anybody to do valuable work in natur- 
al history. 

‘Continuing, the lecturer said that 
the age of the world was quite uncer- 
tain, the authorities varying so widely 
in their estimates as to make them of 
little or no practical importance. One 
hundred to one hundred and fifty mil- 
lion years was a rough estimate. He 
explained how the ever-changing 
strata of the earth contained fossil re- 
mains which enabled us to form an 
accurate idea of the tyne of life which 
existed long ago on the earth. The 
earliest life was sea life, and the lec- 
turer showed on the screen lantern 
pictures of the various types of life. 
Some of the early forms of life, shell 
fish, exist still, little changed from 
primitive times, while others, such as 
the trylobites, have become extinct. 
Fish life developed very early and 
has not greatly changed at the pres- 
ent time. 

The amphibjans were the first to 
live even partly on land. Some _ of 
these were very large creatures, at- 
taining a size of even 80 feet, but 
their period of existence was com 
paratively short. Soon after came rep- 
tiles, which were all air-breathers, 
even though some of them lived moat 
ly in sea. Some had wings and flew, 
the fossils of such flying ‘reptiles or 
icthyosaurus being mainly found in 
Pngland. One remarkable thing was 
that one of these great reptiles de- 
veloped a second brain situated in 
its body nearly over the hind legs. 
Compared with their huge size these

The formation of this: Association 


was the outcome of an. Immigration 
and Land Settlement: conference held 


‘} at: Edmonton’ ‘on | (March 19th, 1925. 


The Conference was restricted 40 that 
portion of the Province ‘commencing 
at Township 38 and from there north, 
There -were ‘over. one ‘hundred ‘dele 
gates. present, including represenita- 
tives from’ practically every Board of 
Trade from Red Deer to Peace River, 
and in some cases places which have 
no Board of Trade, were represented 


_ | dy: delegates from the town officials, 


The conference was called by the Ed- 
amonton Board of Trade, who.are tak- 
ing a very active interest in the ques- 


tion of immigration and land’ settile- |‘ 


ment, and had previous to the WCon- 
ference, opened a campaign for the 
purpose of. raising the sum of $60,000 
for publicity: purposes in reletion to 
Central ‘and: Northern ‘Alberta. In 
passing it may be mentioned that the 
Edmonton: Board ‘of Trade have al- 
ready raised: over $30,000. The Bd- 


-|monton Board of Trade, however, felt 


that something more was required 
than merely a publicity campaign, 
hence the conference, * ; 

The conference met at the Mac- 
Donald (Hotel, under the presidency 
of Mr. Mothersil, the ‘President o¥ the 
Edmonton Board of Trade and under 
the VicePresident E. H. Jones, K.C., 
President of Lacombe Board! of Trade. 

The ‘conference was addressed in 
the morning by Dr. Black, of the Can- 
adian National Railway Immigration 
Department, and also by Mr. Herzer 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Im- 
migration Department, and by Major 
Gordon, the ‘Superintendent of the 
Government Liand Setthement Branch, 
Eimonton, and in the evening by 
Premier Greenfield. Reports of these 
gentlemen’s speeches have already 
been fully given in the press. A num- 
ber of important resolutions were 
passed at the Conference, the one 
which was of the most vital impor- 
tance being that the Central and Nor- 
thern Land Settlement Association 
should be brought into existence, an 
this was unanimously carried. 
The constitution was adopted, and ‘the 
following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, G. H. Van Allen, of Edmonton; 
First Vice Chairman, F. B. Layton, 
Camrose; Second Vice-President, R. 
B. Welliver, of Red Deer; Third Vice- 
President, A. W. Fraser, of Vegre- 
ville. ‘whe Executive Council was to 
consist of the above named’ officers, 
five representatives of the Bdmonton 
Board of Trade and the present Presi- 
dent and Seéretary of each Board of 
Trade and kindred organization repre- 
sented at the Conference and such 
others as may at «a later date be 
elected. 

The objects of the Association are 
two-fold. The first is to overcome the 
present feeling of pessimism which 
exists amongst the residents of this 
portion. of Alberta, and which it is 
felt is doing incalculable harm to the 
Province by the fact that this informa- 
tion of thard times and hardships is 
being ‘broadcasted ‘throughout the 
world and thereby preventing settlers 
from coming. 

The Association strongly deprecate 
the policy ‘adpoted in the past where- 
by false and erroneous {information 
was circulated with a view to induc- 
ing settlers tio come out, ‘but they con- 
sider that ithe pessimistic reports are 
as untrue and misleading as were the 
tolo glowing reports previously given, 
and that in fairness to the Province 
the true facts should be disclosed, and 
as before stated, it is one of the most 
{mportant duties of the Association ttlo 
see that publicity is given of the true 
situation. The ‘second work of the 
Association is to assist in the ‘settle- 
ment of new-domers on the land. It 
ig no part of the Association’s work to 
seek for settlers, as they feel that 
there are other orgamizations in opera- 
tion which are far ‘better organized 
find in a financial position to carry out 
this work, and the Association’s work 
will commence on the arrival of the 
settler here. 

The first Executive meeting of the 
Association was held in Edmonton on 
Friday, the 17th April, at the offices 
ofthe Ddmonton Board of Trade. The 
meeting was under the chairmanship 
of the President, G. H. Van Allen, and 
was attended by ‘the five Edmonton 
representatives and by eight out of 
town: delegates, F. B. Layton, of 'Cam- 
rose: R. J. Daley, of ‘Daysland: A. W. 
Fraser, of Vegreville; T. W. Hopkins, 
of Leduc; E. H. Jones, K.C., of La- 
combe; R. B. Welliver, of Red Deer, 
and A. W. Rosenroll, of Wetaskiwin, 
and in addition there were also pres- 
ent at tthe request of the ‘President, 
the Rev. Thies, Mr. R. C. W. Lett, of 
the Canadian National Resources De- 
partment, and Major H. Gordon of the 
Land Settlement Branch. 

Some weeks prior to the meeting a 
letter was sent out to all the Boards 
of Trade asking for suggestions re-

Several outside Boards of Trade h 
submitted suggestions which at

scheme . proposed by the President, 
‘and they ‘therefore were not ‘accepted. 
The first’ work of the Meeting was to 
elect a’ -Centrat- ‘Committee from 
amongst the members of the Execu- 
tive, the purpose of this being . to 
avoid having to call in all the mem- 
bers of the Hxecutive Commtitee every 
time any' business required to be tran 
sacted, and it was accordingly decided 
that the Committee should consist of 
the officers of the Association and the 


spirit: in which it has been commenced, 
it should tbe of incalculable value both 
to the country and to the settlers. 
There is avast amount of preparatory 
work to be done) before the organiza- 
tion can come into full operation, but 
it is believed that : within thirty. days 
it should be well on the -way to com- 
pletion and ibe ready for the influx of 
anticipated settlers who are expecte 
in the spring. . : 


FROM THE NEWS FILES 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
The vote on the by-law to grant

who were resident in Edmonton. The 
President's, scheme is briefly as tfol- 
lows: 

The organization will consist of 
four ‘branches or departments, each 
Department to be under a chairman, 
and shall consist of the following: 
Finance, Intelligence, Legislation and 
Organization, es 

The Finance Department will con: 
trol the revenue and expenditure of 
the organization. It isnot anticipated 
that the expenditure will be heavy for 
the reason Ithat the majority of the 
work will be penformed voluntarily. 
One of the heaviest items of expense 
{s entirely eliminated through the 
generosity of the Edmonton Board of 
Trade, who have placed at the dis- 
posal of the Association their Board 
of Trade office and staff, stationery 
and other office necessties. The whole 
of the clerical work will be conducted 
from Edmontion, so it is apparent what 
a generous offer this is. The other 
items of expense will consist of tele- 
Phone and telegraphic charges and 
some small costs in connection with 
publicity work, but in view of the fact 
that the Edmonton Board of Trade 
have in hand a huge publicity scheme 
as before mentioned, and as they are 
working in conjunction with the new 
organization 'the mecessity flor pubtic- 
ity maltter for the new Association 
will be very limited. 

It is hoped to raise funds by appeal- 
ing to the various Boards of Trade and 
other organizations ffor voluntary 
subscriptions, but no definite plan wags 
decided upon, the question of raising 
finances being left in the hands of the 
Central Committee. Mr. J. H. Juhlin 
was  mominated chairman of the 
Finance Committee. 

InteHigence Department work will 
consist inkeeping in towch with Rail: 
ways, Land Settlement Association, 
Federal Government and other bodies 
engaged !n immigration and coloniza 
tion ‘work, and to secure up to the 
minute the movement of settlers into 
this Province, such information to be 
passed on to another department who 
will apply it to the proper uses. Mr. 
R. B. Staples was appointed Chairman 
of this Clommititee. 

The Legislation Department will 
confine its duties to wat'ching legis- 
lation affecting immigration, coloniza- 
tion and natural resources and mak- 
ing representations regarding immi- 
gration to the Federal Authorities 
when deemed advisable. Mr. A. Whyte 
was appointed chairman of this Com- 
mittee. 

‘Organization Department: This De- 
partment {s undoubtedly one of ‘the 
most important of ‘the whole Associ- 
ation, as it will be charged with the 
duty of dividing tthe Northern and 
Central part of the Province into dis- 
tricts tobe worked by Chairmen to be 
appointed by the Central Committee 
and to be responsible for the organi- 
zation and co-ordination of coloniza- 
tion and land settlement work fn its 
own individual section of the Province 
also for the welcoming of incoming 
settlers. 

There was considerable discussion 
over this portion of the scheme, but it 
was finally decided that the most 
satisfactory way of dividing up the 
territory would be through commun- 
ity centres. The Chairman of ‘the 
Organization ‘Committee, namely, Mr. 
Wyatt, would choose a central town 
and there appoint a chairman to be in 
charge of the town and al? the terri- 
tory adjacent thereto, and ithe duty of 
organizing this territory would devolve 
upon the local chairman. The Cen- 
tral Committee would hhave no respon- 
sibility for the outside districts ‘but 
would look to their local chairman for 
ah information and convey to him all 
instructions. The duty would devolve 
upon ‘the local chairman to choose ‘his 
own committee, and it would devolve 
upon the Divisional Chairman = and 
Committee to open up Jocal branches 
in the form of Local Committees 
throughout their particular territory. 
Carrying out' this work the Divisfonal 
Committee would endeavor to utilize 
the services of Boards of Trade, 
Chambers of ‘Commerce, Business 
Men’s Association, U.F.A. Locals: U. 
F.W.A. Locals. Church Organizations 
or Societies; Community Leagues or 
any other Societies whose object was 
the well being of the community. 

The duty of the local committee 
would be largely that of keeping in 
constant touch with the Head Office 
and with the Divisional Chairman and 
of keeping in readiness at all times 
to receive incoming settlers and to di- 
rect and guide them and even to assist 
them until they are safely located and 
thereafter to assimilate them into the 
life of the community as rapidly as 
possible. 

Thhe scheme is of necessity Tittle 
more than a framework upon which 
the organization will eventually be 
built up, it being clearly decided at 
Friday’s meeting that the scheme was 
not to be {In any way considered as a 
rigid organization but could be altered 
or adapted in any way to meet the re- 
quirements of the work as it was 
found to develop. Without attempting 
in any way to go into detail, roughly 
the work of the organization will fol- 
low these lines: 

The Intelligence Department will be 
in constant touch with the immigration 
organization and immediately word is 
received that a vessel is coming into 
port with a number of settlers, whose 
destinations are usually known, the 
Intelligence Department will receive 
this information and at once pass it 
on to the Orgamization Department. 
The chairman of this Department will 
Immediately get in touch with the 
chairman of the division of the terri- 
tory where the settlers propose to go. 
It will then be the duty of the chair- 
man of the Divisional Department to 
communicate with the local commit- 
tee at the nearest point to where the 
settler is going. The local committee 
will then make arrangements for 
meeting the settler and his family on 
his arrival and doing everything in 
their power to facilitate the settler 
and his family being located or until 
they can get settled on their Tand if 
they have taken Jand, or in aa Q@udeavor
